Terry Paul Speer was born in St. Charles, Illinois in 1946 
and spent a good portion of his childhood floating rafts up and 
down the Fox River. Had his parents been aware of the extent of 
his adventures, he may never have survived to become an artist. 
When he was not tempting fate upon the water, he was exploring 
the local forests or scanning the town dump for unusual items. 
All this led to a lifelong passion for travel, nature and 
collecting. After securing B.F.A and M.A. Degrees from Northern 
Illinois University and the M.F.A. Degree from Ohio State 
University (1976), Speer spent seven years teaching printmaking 
drawing and photography in liberal arts colleges (Wooster, 
Baldwin-Wallace). Eventually the lure of a freer lifestyle and 
increased studio time led him to resign from teaching and set 
up his own independent studio in an old house on the Black 
River in Elyria, Ohio. Most of his efforts at this stage were 
focused upon intaglio printmaking, which was not only his 
specialty, but also an effective way to pay the bills. As the 
business of Black River Studios stabilized in the early 1980's, 
Speer began experimenting with acrylic and pencil drawing on 
paper. These pieces greatly expanded the range and 
possibilities for his imagery and ultimately suggested 
alternative uses for the work including illustration 
commissions (Monsanto, Paper Moon Graphics, Malibu Rum, 
Mathematica, the Ft. Lauderdale International Film Festival) as 
well as product design and licensing. His work has appeared in 
The Illustrator's Annual , Print Magazine , The Atlantic Monthly , 
Menu Design , Playboy, Art Direction, Advertising Age , Women's

You Need To Know 




Born Terry Paul Speer, in St. Charles, Illinois, 1946,1 was raised in a low-keyed middle class manner in the 
small conservative town of Geneva, Illinois. Although I have some fond memories of my youth, much of my 
adult life has been a reaction to the structured ambience of my childhood. Formal study took place at the 
Universities of Minnesota, Kansas, Northern Illinois (B.F.A., M.A.) and Ohio State (M.F.A.). Teaching duties 
followed at the College of Wooster and Baldwin-Wallace College. My artwork during this period ran the 
gamut from one inch etchings to eight foot paintings. I also worked with photography and film animation 
but regardless of the media I always returned to my main themes of figuration, humor and satire. After 
discovering that people would buy such things I resigned from Baldwin-Wallace (1979) bought a small 
house on the Black River in Elyria, Ohio which became my first professional studio. In 1982 my wife, 
Deborah Banyas, and I purchased a big old home in Oberlin, Ohio and moved all operations there. My 
studio is in a building out back; I am happiest when there. 


How my life as an artist began: when I was very young I spent hours in the town dump searching for 
strange and useful items. Much to the chagrin of my mother, I would drag the booty back home. Once I 
found an old canvas tent and a wooden storm window. I knew that “good art” could be made on a 
stretched canvas, so I tacked up the tent onto the window, got some roofing cement and white lead out of 
the garage and used a putty knife to manipulate the goop into a landscape that turned out remarkably 
well. After persuading a local Oriental gift shop to hang it up, someone from California came along and 
bought it... a career was born. 


I’m not sure what it is that I do -any artist that can explain their art is a con artist-1 simply get up each day 
and do whatever occurs to me. My best work is that which reflects most precisely the thoughts and 
feelings that were in my head at the time. I like to do things that are “smart” but not “intellectual”... I’m 
bored by anything that doesn’t have its roots in play. Whatever success I have achieved has been due to 
an honest approach to my emotions and a casual approach to financial gain. I make a comfortable living 
only because I put in ungodly hours. 

One privilege of adulthood should be freedom from unsolicited advice. Everyone told me I was crazy to 
relinquish the life of a tenured college professor... my only regret is that I didn’t leave academe sooner. 
People that tell me what I “should” do (illustrate children’s books, go to New York, get an agent) never buy 
anything. 

My wife and I eloped and spent our honeymoon in a bizarre old run-down hotel in Youngstown ($10 a 
night, scrape your own walls). It was a dream come true and remains one of my fondest memories as well 
as a constant source of imagery. 

I like cheap breakfasts, jazz, quiet old neighborhoods, swimming in the pond near my house, funny 
ashtrays, the Northwoods, Point Beer, twig furniture, folk art, Gauguin, good used trucks, animals, 
Douanier Rousseau, seafood, mission oak, cutting my own hair, Toulouse-Lautrec, being with my wife, 
morning coffee and harboring cats. I don’t care for red meat, wall-to- wall carpeting, caviar, television, 
utility companies, motels, right-wingers, flocked wallpaper, fast food, smoking, vacations that last longer 
than one day, snow mobiles, weddings, sweet wine, raw oysters or jogging.
